Jewish Agency in 
_ Paris blasted

PARIS. — An explosive charge 
blasted the Paris offices of the 
Jewish Agency before dawn yester- 
day, causing heavy damage but no 

casualties. : 

The bomb, which had a force 
comparable to 10. kgs. T.N.T., went 
off at 5.10 a.m. in front of the door 
of the Agency’s premises, close to 
the Iranian embassy and the Tunis- 
jan consulate. © 

The entire ground floor of the 
agency was wrecked by the explo- 
sion which destroyed three cars 
parked in the street and seriously 


damaged eight other vehicles. 
Windows were smashed in neigh- 
bouring: 


buildings. 

The terrorists who planted the 
bomb did not leave any political 
pamphlets or massages behind. The 
Agency has not received any threats 
by letter or telephone. But French

‘Windows were shattered in near- 
ly all seighbouring buildings in the 
quiet, residential northwest Paris 
grea where the agency office is sit- 
uated. An armoured door, near the 
spot where the explosive was placed, 
was demolished. 

After yesterday's ‘blast posters 
began to appear on Paris walls 
welcoming Prime Minister Golda 
Meir's scheduled arrival. The pos- 
ters read “Shalom Golda, welcome 
to Mrs. Meir and were put up by 
Jewish student groups who protest- 
ed yesterday's bomb attack and 
ceed for the closing of the local 
offices of the Arab League. 

Arad sympathizers meanwhile 
called for a series of demonstra- 
tions to protest egainst Mrs. Meir’s 
arrival. 

The ‘blast may also be an act 
of revenge following the explosion 
four weeks ago at the home of 
Mahmoud Hamshari.

PARIS.—President Georges Pompidow yesterday accused five Socialist 


Prime Ministers, including Mrs. Golda Meir,

In a scathing indictment of 
French Socialist leader Fraugois 
Mitterrand and his guests, Mr. 
Pompidou told a press conference 
at the Elysée Palace: “I regard 


| this summons 89 inopportune, by 


which I mean ill-timed. I consider 
it 55 an obvious piece of inter- 
ference in French internal politics.” 

Mr. Pompidou said: "I was naive 
enough to believe that a govern- 
ment’s responsibility is at stake 
when its leader travels abroad. But 
it seems this is not so. Each one 
is coming here not as ἃ head of 
government, but as a party mili- 
tant. It is therefore normal for us 
to consider them as militants. So 
they will have no contacts with 
French Government officials while 
they are here.” 

The French President said that 
all the governments concerned had 
peen {nformed of the French atti- 
tude through diplomatic channels. 

Mr. Pompidou said the Socialist 
International meeting, which pre- 
cedes the French general election 
py only seven weeks, followed only 
seven months after the last gather- 
ing. “They are in a tearing hurry,” 
he said with heavy irony. He claim- 
ed that, although the foreign leaders 
might not have been aware that 
ἃ French election was in the offing 
when they agreed to come to Paris, 
Mr, Mitterrand was fully aware of 


this. 
NOT PREMATURE 

Mr. Pompidou recalled that he 
had repeatedly denied he would dis- 
solve the National Assembly prema- 
turely. It was public knowledge 
that the Assembly would be due for 
re-election in February or March 
1978, he added. 

Mr, Pompidou sarcastically con- 
gratulated Mr. Mitterrand on his 
appointment as a Vice-President of 
the Socialist International and point- 
ed out that he joined the Socialist 
Party at the age of 57. 

A French journalist suggested 

that if Mrs. Meir could be secused 
of interfering In the French elec- 
tion, Pompidou exposed himself to 
the same charge by going to the 
Soviet Union on Thursday for talks 
with First Secretary Leonid Brezh- 
ney.

There was no comment from the 
Prime Minister's Office last night 
on President Pompidou's statement. 
It was not expected that Mrs. Meir 
would take any action unilaterally 
to call off her trip. If, however, the 
other Socialist leaders decided not 
to go to Paris she too might re- 
consider her position, informed 
sources believed.

BETHLEHEM. — Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan yesterday told Arab 
landowners that 70 sq. Kms. of pro-~ 
perty northeast of here had been 
closed off by the military authori- 
ties but not confiscated. He said the 
landlords would be permitted free 
access to their property, The area 
involved is mostly rocky and un- 
inhabited. 

He said this at the City Council 
during a meeting with local council 
heads and scores of landowners, 80 
of whom had petitioned him for 
the return of their land. 

The owners have claimed the 
land is earmarked for Jewish settle- 
ment. But Mr, Dayan said no 
settlements would be established 
unless the land concerned fell into 
one of three categories: state or 
absentee property, land purchased 
against full payment, or land traded 
for other real estate with the 


owners’ consent. 


Trash burns, 
smoke causes 
smog in T.A. 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Smog covered 
large areas of Tel Aviv at dawn 
yesterday, especially north of- 
the Yarkon River, as fog com- 
bined with thick smoke from 8 
fire that has been smouldering 
in a Petah Tikva refuse dump 
for five days. 

Petahk Tikva firemen doused 
the flames after 10 hours of 
fire fighting on Friday, but tt 
was soon rekindled, probably by 
chemicals in the refuse. 

The firemen had to trek 
through mud swamps to get to 
the dump, and several fire trucks 
had to be towed out of the 
marsh. One fireman was hoapi- 
talized after he was severely 
stung by bees. 

The fire brigade says the only 
way to extinguish the fire for 
good is to have bulldozers cover 
the entire dump with earth.

to port settlement

The upcoming negotiations on a 
new stevedores’ wage contract are 
expected to be far from easy. 

The road to the resumption of 
talks next Monday was opened yes- 
terday when the men agreed to end 
their go-slow and overtime ban at 
Haifa, Ashdod and Eilat Forts. 
They did so after the Histadrut 
persuaded them to submit to the 
Cabinet demand that the next con- 
tract provide for no more than a 
40.2-per cent wage increase. The 
dockers had demanded 50 per cent. 
They started thelr obstructive 
tactics last week when the Ports 
Authority said this was out of the 
question. 

The Authority spokesman was not 
hopeful that the negotiations would 
be concluded speedily. The Au- 
thority has made clear that it will 
not sign any contract which does 
not commit the workers to accept- 
ing an updating of norms and the 


proper exploitation of modern 
equipment. 
It says, for example, that im- 


proved techniques permit the cltrus- 
loading norm to be raised from the 
present 4,500 crates 2 day to 6,000. 
It also insists that in every case 
when actual performance is double 
the norm the norm be increased by 
10 per cent. 

Yesterday's accord with the Hls- 
tadrut was reached in Tel Aviv at 
10 am. at a meeting between Eli 
Moyal, for the labour federation, 
and representatives of works com- 
mittees from the country’s three 
ports, Mr. Moyal presented a2 nine- 
grade scale starting at IL14.55 
basic pay per day and going up to 
1127.40 — plus, of course, Cost-of- 
Living allowances, seniority pay and 
overtime. 

As soon as news of the settlement 
was telephoned to Haifa, the dock- 
ers trooped back and by noon 
work was in full swing. 

Not so in Ashdod, where 130 
workshop employees went out on 
a wildcat go-slow strike. 

Ashdod Port manager Mordechai 
Berger said he saw no chance of 
resuming full work this morning. 
Because of the workshop men’s 
action, he said, 100 of the port's 
150 fork lifts are not in working 
order and several large cranes could 
soon be put out of use. He claim- 
ed that, at a meeting yesterday 
with the workshop committee, a 
“long list of old demands” was pre- 
sented. But in fact,he said, the men 
“don’t really know what they want.” 


Tiberias plans for 


year 2000 tourists 

TIBERIAS. — The District Town- 
planning Committee has approved 
a scheme for the development of 
tourist and resort facilities up to 
the year 2000, Mayor Moshe Tsa- 
har said yesterday. It includes three 
hotels. Work on the first, with over 
200 rooms and costing IL10m., has 
already begun. 


The Halfa Port spokesman estim- 
ated that it would take about three 
weeks to clear up the backlog there, 
“provided we don't have heavy 
raio.” 

As the strike ended, 41 freighters 
were in the port and bay, 22 of 
them waiting their turn to unload. 
The management, the spokesman 
said, would recruit every available 
docker ta cope with the rush. The 
men can be expected to work as 
hard as they can to make up for 
the bonuses they have lost during 
their four-and-a-half-ay go-slow.

There are ati! no signs of rain, 
at least for the next 24 hours, the 
weatherman told The Jerusalem 
Post last night. The main weather 
change yesterday was the formation 
of clouds and a rise in humidity, 
which upped temperatures and left 
the danger of frost only in certain 
low areas. 

Farmers in 12 Western Negev 
villages claimed yesterday that their 
entire 12,000-dunam crop of winter 
export vegetables had been ruined 
by frost. They appealed to the 
Government for aid, including short- 
term loans. 

Agrexo, the Agricultural Export 
Company, reported it managed to 
export 4,700 tons of peppers — 
almost ‘the entire harvest — before 
the frost. It said only 400 tons 
were damaged by cold. 

Agrexco sources said Israeli cel- 
ery was fetching high prices in 
Europe this season because of frost 
that dwindled the U.S. crop. But 
Israeli celery has also been hit by 
cold, with 1,500 tons estimated lost. 


Israel beats Munich 
in hard-fought soccer

TEL AVIV. — Some 22,000 fans who packed Bloomfield Stadium 
last night were treated to a soccer feast, as Israel beat Borussia 
Munchen-Gladbach 4:3. 

It was the fourth consecutive win 
for the national soccer team, and 
its best performance in many years. 
The Israel team was faced with 
8 top-notch German first-division 
team — which included five inter- 
nationals — but more than held its 
own.

Begin-Weizman rift 
seen as complete

TEL AVIV. — The breach in Herut 
between the leadership faction of 
Party chairman Menahem Begin and 
Ezer Welzman's opposition group 
was torn open again yesterday, 
and Gahsl Knesset Members de- 
scribed the situation 85 indicating 
a total rupture between the two 

men, 

Each faction blamed the other 
for the collapse of the accord 
reached a fortnight ago through 
the mediation of party treasurer 
Yosef Kremerman, MLK. 

The rift opened at the Herut 
convention, and Mr. Welzman re- 
signed from the Party Executive 
chairmanship. The accord reached 
on the morrow enabled Mr. Begin 
to gain control of the Party ad- 
ministration as he was chosen to 
the Executive chalrmanship, It was 
Mr. Weizman, who had been prom- 
ised a free hand in running the 
party's election campaign, who pro- 
posed Mr. Begin as his successor. 
But the Weizman faction took 
alarm. when..Mr, Begin started..a 
purge of Weizman supporters from 
key party administrative posts, 
while Begin followers charge that 
Mr. Weizman was aiming at 
purging them. 

At a meeting yesterday between 
Mr. Begin and Mr. Weizman in the 
Knesset building, both men spoke 
sharply. Mr. Begin defended his 
right as Executive Chairman to ap- 
point and dismiss party officials. 
Mr. Weizman, for his part, claimed 
that when he held that post he 
never failed to consult with Mr. 
Begin over appointments. Mr. Weiz- 
man told him that, under these 
circumstances, he would not serve 
on the Party Executive and might 
find it difficult to run the election 
campalgn. 

But the real clash occurred over 
the final phrase of Mr. Begin's 
article on Herut in last weekend's 
“Ma'‘ariv,” when he wrote... “We 
have never heen mistaken, we have 
always judged things correctly, so 
we have never changed, for we 
have never needed to change.” This 
reportedly brought Mr. Weizman to 
declare: “1 most definitely think we 
have to change. Otherwise we will 
not even be able to provide an 
alternative to the present govern- 
ment." Mr, Begin found this kind 
of criticizm unacceptable, and they 
parted on bad terms. 

Later, the Herut Executive tssued 
a statement declaring: “Mr. Weiz- 
man did not maintain the agreement 
-».and he tried to dictate to Mr.

Wr ΒΟΥ bean flour and soy 
shnitzels on the market it is 
easier to make some good vegeta- 
rian treats. Here are 2 few recipes 
to edd to your menus. 
Vegetarian Gefilte Fish 
The Sauce: 
1 large sticed onton, 1 sliced car- 
rot, 2 cups water, 1 teaspoon cook- 
ing off, salt, pepper and sugar to 
taste. 
The “Fish”: 
4 tbaps. soy flour, 8 tbaps. matea 
meal, salt and pepper to taste, Ἰώ cup 
boiling water, 1 chopped onion, 1 
tosp. oil, 1 hard-cooked mashed egg, 
4 slices white bread, soaked in 
water and crumbled, 1 raw egg 
separated. 

Put all the ingredients for the 
sauce into a pot and bring to a 
poi. Prepare the “fish” by mixing 
together the soy flour, matza meal, 
salt and pepper, then adding the 
belling water. Fry the chopped 
onion in the oil and add to it the 
hard-cooked egg end soaked, 
crambled bread. Beat the raw egg 
yolk amd add. Beat the egg white 
unt stiff and fold im With wet 
hand, form into balls and drop into 
the boiling sauce. Reduce the heat 
and simmer gently for one hour. 
Cover the pot after 30 minutes of 
cooking. (Serves 4) 

Peannt Butter Cutlets 
1314 cups peanut butter, 1% cups 
hot milk, 1 tsp. salt and pepper, 
1 teaspoon golden soup powder, 6 
slices of bread (1 centimetre). 

Mix the peanut butter with the 
hot milk, salt, pepper and golden

Mr. Ginsberg noted that “Eshel,” 
which receives half of its 35 mil- 
lion budget from JDC/Maiten and 
half from the M:nistries of Health, 
Welfare and Finance, has set up 10 
community service programmes and 
is in the process of setting up new 
institutions in Afule, Acre, Safad, 
Jerusalem and Ashkelon. The Beer- 
sheta Home, built with the help of 
JDC;Malben and the Municipality 
in 1968, is already affiliated with 
the Association. 


EVERYONE BENEFITS 

“The experience gained by Eshel’s 
experts from these programmes and 
institutions can now benef: every- 
one working in the field of geron- 
tclogy.” Mr. Gimsberg stated. “If 
this information is properly utilized, 
Israel will have taken a major step 
forward in providing tts aged citi- 
-ens with a moedern, professional 
system uf care." 

Dr. Moshe Kurtz, Director-Gene- 
ral of the Ministry of Welfare, call- 
ed attention to the rapid rise in the 
number of aged persons in Israel. 
When the State was established in 
1948, there were 28,000 or 3.8 per 
cent over the age of 60. Last year, 
the number had risen to 7.2 per 
cent or 185,000 persons. In 1980, it 
is expected to increase to 9.5 per 
cent or almost 300,000 persons. 

The chief reasons for this jump, 
he said, were the increase in life ex- 
nectancy plus the comparatively 
high percentage of aged among the 
immigrents. Two-thirds of the aged, 
he said, are immigrants who arriv- 
ed in the country after the creation 
of the State. 


NORMAL ENVIRONMENT 

Mr. Zvi Atlas, Deputy Director- 
General of the Ministry of Health, 
observed that most of the Associa- 
tion's institutional space would be 
cccupied by those aged persons who 
can no longer remain at home. 
“These who are reasonably well 
will be encouraged to continue to 
live in their normal environment,” 
be said. “But at the same time we 
will enable them to utilize the com- 
munity services that are being set 
up to provide them with recrea- 
tional clubs, meals-on-wheels, house- 
keeping help, counselling and medi- 
cal care, including physiotherapy, 
occupational therapy, podiatry and 
dental work." 
He also noted that one of the 
most important aspects of the Asso- 
ciation's programmes was the setting 
up of local associations for the 
aged in various cities, towns and 
regional councils. “Civie-minded ctti- 
cens are thus being given an op- 
pertunity to volunteer their services 
in helping to set up and to ad- 
minister facilities for the aged in 
thes own community,” he said. 
“Nobody really understands the 
needs of @ particular community 
like ‘the people who Hive there.”

Combme the rice, water, onion, 
parsley and sait. Bring to a boil 
and then cover the pot and cook 
over a tow flame. Simmer for about 
20 minutes. Mix in 1 cup of the 
grated cheese, then add the beaten 
egg. Stir and cook until the cheese 
melts, Cut the avocados lengthwise 
into halves; remove the hig seed 
and the skin. Erush the avocado 
with lemon juice and place in a 
shallow buttered pan. Fill the avo- 
cado halves with rice mixture and 
sprinkle the top with the remain- 
ing cheese. Broii under the heat 
(several centimetres below) until 
the cheese melts on top.

BIG RISE IN 
U.S. PRICES 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
wholesale price index rose 1.8 per 
cent in December. — the biggest 
increase in almost. 22 years — the

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA, — Mayor Moshe Flieman 
and the Municipal Executive have 
come out strongly against the 
Nesher Cement company's bid to 
tear a ridge-top hole in 2,300 dunams 
cf the Carmel National Park. 

The company has heen pressing 
hard to extend its quarrying up the 
mountainside above its plant, saying 
i: is running out of top-grade 
material The guarry plan got vi- 
gorous backing last week from Halfa 
Labour Council secretary Eliezer 
Molk, who recently announced his 
willingness to succeed the ailing Mr. 
Flieman as mayor. 

Denocuncing the plan, which would 
create a 50-metreedeen hole in the 
mountain vizible for miles, Mayor 
Flieman and nis administration were 
against any encroachment on the 
park or disfigurement of the Carmel 
skyline. They have reportedly writ- 
‘ten to the Government to help 
block the Nesher bid. 

Last week Haifa University fa- 
culty, staff and students appealed to 
the Government “not to transform 
the Carmel from a national park 
into a national quarry." 

In tetegrams sent in the Coun- 
cil's name to the Agriculture, De- 
velopment and Labour Ministers: to 
Koor; and to Histadrut chief Yitz- 
hak Ben-Aharon, Mr, Molk nated 
that hundreds of families depend on 
Nesher, which will be forced to 
make an expensive move elsewhere 
in a few years if it cannot zet the 
Carmel parkland. 

A recent Technion study of sev- 
eral alternate sites for Nesher’s 
next quarries indicated the firm 
would have the lowest transport 
costs and best raw stone if it stay- 
ed where it is and extended into 
the park. Nesher has sald it would 
eventually landscape the scar left 
by the quarrying.

WHAT POMPIDOU WILL 
‘DISCUSS IN RUSSIA 


PARIS. -- President Pompidou's visit to the 
Soviet Union tomorrow and Friday shares 
an important aspect with Mrs. Golda Meir’s 
two-day appearance at the French Socialist 
International ἰῷ Paris at the weekend: both 
trips are being analysed _. the context of 
the French general election in March. 

The Israeli Premier has come under fire 
from both Gaullist and middle-of the-road poll- 
ticlans because they believe that her trip 
wili boost the election prospects of left-wing 
opposition. Pompidou's journey to Zaslavi 
in Byelorussia, where he will be conferring 
with Mr. Leonid Brezhnev, the Soviet Com- 
munist Party's First Secretary. is open to 
similar criticism. By rolling out the red car- 
pet for the French President, the Soviet 
leadership is implicitly giving its endorse- 
Ment to the Gaullists rather than to thelr 
fellow Communists in the March 4 poll 

Pompidou's 48-hour visit ia in response to 
Brezhnev's trip to France two years ago. 
The Soviet Government transmitted its in- 
vitation via Ambassador Piotr Abrassimov in 
Qctober. The Elysée Palace says Pompldou 
would have appeared excessively eager if he 
had agreed to go to the Soviet Union 
before Christmes. Likewise, he could not 
postpone his journey until after the French 
elections because by then Brezhnev would 
have gone to the U.S. to see President 
Nixon. 

One thing [5 clear: by agreeing to Pom- 
pidou's choice of dates, the Soviet leaders 
have demonstrated that they attach more 
importance to improving relations with the 
Present French regime than to betting on 
a left-wing alternative being elected to gov- 
erm France. 

The Soclalist Party First Secretary, Fran- 
cols Mitterrand, Infurlated the Russians last 
year by cancelling a visit to Moscow in 
Protest against discrimination towards So- 
viet Jewry. The Soviet leaders are coavinced 
that if the Left wins in March, Mitterrand 
will follow the example of General de 
Gaulle, who refused to give any key port- 
follos involving defence, internal securmty or 
foreign affairs to the Communists in his 
first post-wer coaHtion government. 3foscow, 
therefore, sees no point in favouring a 


left-wing victory in France.
